were  not  aware  of  any  petition  being  circulated  pertaining 
to  diploma  dissatisfaction  until  May  13,  1970,  (3)  that  the 
Clarendon  type  style  being  used  on  the  diploma  is  a  result 
of  a  consultant's  recommendation  which  is  a  part  of  the 
total  indentification  package  for  the  University,  (4)  that  the 
petitions  from  the  seniors  would  be  presented  to  the  president 
of  the  University,  (5)  that  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion of  MCV  could  make  recommendations  for  specific 
changes  in  the  style  of  the  MCV  diploma  (the  incoming 
president  of  the  Student  Government  Association  is  aware 
of  this),  (6)  that  the  University  Assembly,  which  is  the  gover- 
nance body  comprised  of  representatives  from  both  divisions, 
would  receive  such  recommendations  and  act  to  approve, 
modify  or  reject,  and  (7)  if  any  change  in  the  diploma  style 
is  authorized,  duplicate  diplomas  would  be  authorized  for 
a  fee.

The  report  was  approved  on  motion  of  Doctor  Philip  L.  A.  Minor,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wellford. 
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Doctor  Coleman  called  on  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr., 
member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  VCU,  for  a  discussion 
of  the  unfinished  business,  particularly  the  implementation 
of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  73  by  the  Board  of  VCU. 
Doctor  Blanton  said  he  was  stimulated  personally  by  his 
appointment  to  the  Board.  It  was  a  thrilling  sort  of  experience. 
He  has  concluded  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  VCU  is  a  dedicated 
group  who  function  extremely  well  with  the  sole  objective  of 
creating  a  tremendous  and  hopefully  the  best  university 
one  can  conceive  of  putting  together.  As  far  as  he  can  see, 
the  Board  would  like  to  capitalize  on  the  name  of  MCV, 
recognizing  its  strength  by  comparison  to  some  other  elements 
in  the  University;  and  he  feels  the  Board  of  VCU  is  quite 
well  committed  to  maintaining  the  identity  of  MCV.  As  far 
as  the  specifics  of  the  diplomas  which  were  raised,  he  reported 
the  Board  of  Visitors  had  no  official  communication  from 
the  State  of  Virginia,  has  had  none  to  this  point  transmitting 
this  resolution  to  the  Board.  He  said  he  guessed  it  was  se- 
matics  because  he  felt  there  was  not  a  single  member  of  the 
Board  who  did  not  realize  this  Resolution  had  been  passed 
and  the  majority  of  the  Board  did  not  realize  it  had  in  it  a 
specific  provision  with  regard  to  the  diploma  until  our 
vice-president,  Doctor  Minor,  brought  it  to  his  attention. 


He  spoke  of  the  meeting  he  had  at  the  Alumni  House  with 
Doctors  Coleman  and  Minor,  Mr.  Ware,  and  Miss  Franck 
and  they  talked  this  through  and  the  only  commitment  he 
could  make  was  he  would  be  sure  it  would  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board.  He  said  at  the  Board  meeting 
of  VCU  this  past  Thursday  somewhere  between  one  hour 
and  a  half  and  two  hours  was  devoted  to  the  discussion 
of  the  whole  question  of  preserving  the  identity  of  MCV,  and 
the  diploma  and  the  proper  mechanisms  for  changes,  and 
what  changes  might  be  carried  out.  At  that  meeting,  the 
Board  voted  to  ask  its  executive  committee  to  continue 
consideration  of  this  particular  subject  and  took  no  action 
on  this,  except  again  in  its  conversation  to  reiterate  its  belief 
in  maintaining  MCV's  identity.  He  felt  this  was  the  only 
action  the  Board  could  take. 

There  were  several  questions  asked  of  Doctor  Blanton. 
Mr.  James  C.  Bray  inquired  as  to  what  MCV  had  to  gain 
by  the  merger.  Doctor  Blanton  replied  in  the  report  of  the 
Wayne  Commission  many  points  had  been  brought  out. 
VCU  has  now  the  largest  head  count  of  any  school  in  Virginia. 
Dr.  A.  J.  Villani  asked  if  VCU  had  increased  its  graduate 
program  for  accredidation,  to  which  Doctor  Blanton  replied 
considerable  efforts  were  being  made  to  strengthen  this  aspect.

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VCU  Sets  Inauguration  of  Warren  W. 
Brandt  As  First  President  of  the  University 


The  involvement  of  the  total  univer- 
sity family  seems  to  be  emerging  from 
the  plans  for  the  inauguration  of  War- 
ren W.  Brandt  as  the  first  president  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University  on 
Tuesday,  November  10,  1970. 

An  Inaguration  Steering  Committee, 
headed  by  Dr.  H.  I.  Willett,  has  already 
brought  participation  from  members  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors,  faculty,  students, 
alumni,  and  faculty  wives.  The  Com- 
mittee is  composed  of  representatives 
drawn  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  and  from  the  Academic  Di- 
vision of  the  University.  The  many  sub- 
committees necessary  to  implement 
plans  will  include  many  more  members 
of  the  University  community  as  the  in- 
auguration draws  near. 

Unlike  many  another  inaugural,  the 
inaugural  ceremony  will  be  a  capstone 
of  many  events  planned  to  take  place 
in  the  preceding  several  days.  Accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Willett,  and  members  of  the 
Steering  Committee,  emphasis  will  be 
built  around  an  interpretation  to  stu- 
dents, faculty,  and  the  Virginia  com- 
munity of  why  a  university,  and  what 
is  now  being  done  by  the  various 
schools  and  departments  in  serving  the 
larger  community,  including  students 
and  adults.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
the  University's  involvement  in  specific 
projects  and  activities  that  illustrate  the 
University's  concern  with  urban  prob- 
lems. 

It  is  further  proposed  to  develop 
programs  and  activities  that  will  give 
students,  faculty,  and  community  repre- 
sentatives an  opportunity  to  discuss 
vital  urban  problems  that  are  the 
proper  concern  of  the  university.

any  suggestions  from  you  in  regards  to  any  phase  of  activities 
at  MCV.

Mrs.  Charles  W.  Thomas  and 
Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone,  Jr. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  pre- 
sented a  volume  of  26  arthritis  re- 
search papers  to  Mrs.  Charles  Walter 
Thomas,  of  Roanoke,  Virginia  during 
the  School  of  Medicine's  first  Charles 
W.  Thomas  lecture  day  on  April  28. 

The  research,  conducted  during  the 
past  five  years  by  faculty  of  the  MCV 
Division  of  Connective  Tissue  Disease, 
was  made  possible  largely  by  provisions 
of  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  W. 


Thomas.  Dr.  Thomas  was  a  1903  grad- 
uate of  the  MCV  School  of  Medicine 
and  a  practitioner  in  Floyd,  Henry, 
and  Patrick  counties  for  more  than  50 
years. 

Dr.  Emmerson  Ward,  president  of 
the  American  Rheumatism  Association 
and  chairman  of  the  board  of  governors 
of  the  Mayo  Clinic,  was  the  first  Charles 
W.  Thomas  lecturer.  Dr.  W;ird  spoke 
in  George  Ben  Johnston  auditorium  on 
"Polymyalgia  Rheumatica." 

A  native  of  Patrick  county.  Dr. 
Thomas  died  in  1964  leaving  $1,045,- 
580  to  MCV  to  be  used  to  support  the 
work  of  the  Division  of  Connective 
Tissue  Disease,  a  section  of  the  De- 
partment of  Medicine.  Dr.  Thomas  was 
a  sufferer  of  arthritis. 

The  Charles  W.  Thomas  Fund,  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  MCV  Foun- 
dation, is  used  to  support  young  doc- 
tors studying  in  the  field  of  arthritis;

The  award  from  the  Joseph  ColHns 
Foundation  of  New  York  honors  the 
late  Dr.  Chaney,  a  1918  graduate  of 
the  MCV  School  of  Medicine.  The 
scholarship  is  awarded  to  the  medical 
student  who  has  made  the  greatest 
contribution  to  the  School  of  Medicine 
during  his  first  three  years. 

The  largest  number  of  awards  went 
to  Martin  R.  Cohen  of  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  with  eight  honors.  Cohen  was 
awarded  $150  for  the  A.  D.  Williams 
First  in  the  Class  of  1971,  the  Robert 
C.  Bryan  Prize  of  $50  for  first  in  pa- 
thology, Lange  Book  Award  for  first 
in  reticulo  endothelial,  Lange  Book 
Award  for  first  in  central  nervous  sys- 
tem, Merck  Book  Award  for  first  in 
musculo-skeletal,  the  Roche  Award  for 
highest  National  Boards,  Part  1,  and 
the  H.  Hudnall  Ware  Jr.  Award  from 
Alpha  Omega  Alpha. 

Tlie  Mosby  Book  Award  for  first  in 
endocrine  in  the  Class  of  1971  was 
awarded  to  both  Martin  R.  Cohen  and 
John  P.  Mahaney,  Jr.,  of  Blacksburg. 

In  addition  to  the  presentation  of  28 
awards  and  prizes,  the  all-day  Student 
Honors  program  featured  the  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha  Lecture  by  Dr.  John  H.
